The  general  health  in  the  Borough  remained  satisfactory.  The  population 
according  to  the  Registraj?  General's  estimate  oontinued  to  increase  to  46,600, 

For  the  past  fex/  years  the  Borough's  birth  rate  has  continually  exceeded 
the  national  rate  and  this  trend  continues. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths,  Tlie  total  number  of  deaths  showed  an  overall 
increase,  whilst  the  expected  pattern,  involving  cancer,  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
blood  vessels  and  respiratory  illness  was  repeated. 

The  steady  progress  in  the  extension  of  smoko  control  was  continued.  Seven 
areas  have  now  been  approved  -  covering  almost  one  quarter  of  the  area  of  the 
Borough  and  involving  just  over  one  third  of  the  households  xdien  they  all  become 
operative, 

I  am  pleased  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  thanlcs  to  you, 

Mr,  Cliairman,  and  all  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
interest  in  the  Departraeirt,  and  to  the  members  of  the  staff  and  my  colleagues 
in  the  Town  Hall  for  their  ever-ready  help  and  co-operation.

Byolaws  made  under  ^^eotion  77  of  ’the  Public  Health  Act,  17^1  with  regard  to  hairdressers’ 
and  barbers’  establishments  came  into  force  In  the  Borough  on  the  1st  October^  1^62  and  11 
visits  were  made  to  such  establishments  during  the  year. 

OFFICES.  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  19^  3. 

This  Act,  the  main  provisions  of  which  came  into  force  on  the  Ist  August,  19^4,  makes 
provision  for  securing  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons  anployed  to  work  in  offices, 
shops  and  certain  railway  promises. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  premises  on  the  register  has  increased  to  493  s-s  against 
455  for  the  year  ending  I966.  There  were  52  new  registrations,  this  figure  being  the  same 
as  last  year,  giving  an  overall  increased  registration  of  28  as  against  6  last  year.  This 
seeming  discrepancy  comes  about  through  closures  and  transfers  to  the  register  kept  by 
H.M.  Inspector, 

The  relationship  between  H,M.  Inspector  and  ourselves  has  been  most  amicable. 

There  continues  to  bo  a  plea  from  owners  of  businesses  of  a  lack  of  knowledge  of  the 
Act,  apart  from  its  requirements,  which  does  involve  our  inspectorate  in  considerable 
detailed  work  of  explanations  and  advice.  The  careful  examination  by  ourselves  of  plans 
submitted  to  the  Engineer,  has  been  a  most  useful  exercise  with  beneficlaJ.  results  to  both 
sides,  because  idion  architects  are  warned  of  possible  Infringements  oocurring,  such  matters 
are  always  corrected. 

The  table  below  shows  the  contraventions  discovered  during  the  year,  to  which  the 
occupier’s  attention  was  drawn,  with  the  number  remodlodj  the  rather  large  difference  being 
a  carryover  of  outstanding  contraventions  from  last  year.

There  has  been  no 
difficulty  in  securing  the  application  of  those  standards  in  practise,  in  particular  new  office 
accommodation  is  now  being  most  adequately  equipped  in  this  direction. 

No  applications  for  exemption  under  Section  46  of  the  Act  were  received  during  the  year.

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WATER  SUP  PLY, 


The  Makarfleld  Water  Board  Is  the  statutory  Water  Undertaking  for  the  Borou^, 

The  supply  is  taken  in  bulk  from  the  Rlvington  Aqueduct  of  the  Liverpool  Corporation, 
the  Tlilrlmero  Aqueduct  of  the  Manchester  Corporation  and  the  Llghtshaw  Works  of  the 
Makerfield  Water  Board. 

The  character  of  the  waters  from  the  Rivlngton  and  Thirlmere  Aqueducts  Is  pre -dominantly 
upland  surface,  whilst  that  from  the  Llghtshaw  Works  is  \diolly  of  deep  well  origin. 

Details  of  treatment  of  the  various  waters  by  the  Board  are  as  follows 

Water  derived  from  Liverpool  Aqueduct:  Chlorination 

Water  purchased  from  Manchester  Corporation:  No  treatment  by  the  Board 

Water  supplied  from  Llghtshaw  Treatment  Plant:  Aeration,  lime  softening, 

filtration,  pH  correction, 
superohlorination  and 
dechlorination. 

Since  the  Board  commenced  to  feed  water  in  the  mains  from  underground  sources,  many 
complaints  have  been  received  of  hardness.  This  is  not  surprising  idien  it  is  borne  in  mind 
that  for  the  first  time  consumers  are  having  to  accept  a  supply  which  can  oonteiin  hardness 
(calculated  as  Ca.CO  )  to  the  extent  of  upwards  of  I50  p,p,m,  as  against  40  -  50  under  the 
old  arrangements.  Sales  of  water  softener  and  desoalor  have  increased  considerably  as  a 
consequence.  The  Engineer  to  the  Board  has  indicated,  however,  that  he  hopes  ultimately 
to  standardise  deep  well  supplies  at  around  I50  p.p.ra,  which  will  go  some  way  to  help  those 
complaining. 

Samples  of  Town's  Mains  ;ra,ter  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  ejoaminatlon  each  week.  During  the  year  1^6  samples  were  examined,  of  those 
6  showed  Some  slight  contamination,  none  being  of  a  serious  nature,  A  subsequent  flushing 
of  the  mains  in  the  vicinity  of  the  point  whore  the  unsatisfactory  sample  was  taken  proved 
sufficient,  in  each  case,  to  rectify  the  position.

The  level  of  pollution  shows  a  steady  decrease  over  the  past  years  and  as  more  Smoko 
Control  Areas  become  operative  this  rate  of  progress  is  increasing.  This  is  brought  out 
quite  clearly  when  locking  at  relative  figures  taken  from  the  National  Survey  Annual 
Summary. 

The  results  aro  divided  Into  Summer  (^pril  -  September)  and  liinter  (October  -  March) 
periods.  The  figures  aro  relative  in  that  they  show  the  average  raoasurod  amount  of  smoko 
from  the  three  stations  maintained  by  ourselves^  the  results  of  -vAiich  are  transmitted  to 
the  Warren  Springs  Laboratory  of  the  Ministry  of  Technology  i^diore  they  are  arranged  by 
computer. 

The  figures  quoted  relate  to  smoke  and,  as  some  help  to  comparisons,  relative  figures

None  of  the  specimens  submitted  contained  organisms  of  the  Typhoid  or  Salmonella  groups  vrfiich 
are  the  usual  causes  of  Illness  associated  with  this  class  of  food.
